JURY DELIBERATIONS.

Impor'rant Steamboat Contract.— 
Somo time during the next month that 
section of the Grand ‘Trunk Railway, ex- 
tending from Montreal to Brockville, will 
bo completed and ready for operation. 
Early in tho ensuing spring, the section 
from Hamilton to Toronto will be in alike 
condition. ‘The link remaining, between 
Toronto and Brockville, more than two 
hundred miles in length, will probably be 
finished next Fall. The Grand ‘Trunk 
Company propose to commence business, 
howover, early in the spring, and, to con- 
nect the extremes of their road, will put 
in commission a line of splendid steamers 
to run daily between Toronto and Brock- 
ville, ‘They havo chartered for this pur- 
pose, fromtho Great Western R. R. Co., 
their mammoth boats, tho Canada and 
America, now running between Oswego 
and Hamilton. Itis expected that the 
Europa, also, a new boat, will be charter- 
ed to make the line complete. This will 
be an excellent arrangement for all con- 
cerned, ‘The boats of the Great Western 
Co. will then be profitably émployed and 
foed the owners by tho Grand ‘Trunk route, 
instead of running to Oswogo at a great 
sacrifico.— Rochester Union.

In the course of the afternoon of the 
11th, (Tuesday) some of the Russian guns 
in the ruined battery below the Redan 
were turnod on these steamers, and in a 
few rounds, not more than 121 think, Suc- 
ceoded in hulling themeighttimes, The 
range was, however, father great, and it 
became ex: dient to move a little nearer, 
'm Cyaer to afford them the full advantage 
of our shot and sholl. On Tuesday eye- 
ning, when Lieut. Gough, of the London, 
who commanded in the Naval Batteries 
on the left attack came down with his 
men, he was ordered to take his relief 
over to the right attack, and to accompa- 
uy Lieut. Anderson, R. E., down to the 
town, in order to erect a battery for two 
95 cwt. guns on tho right of St. Paul's 
Battery. ‘The site of this battery was 
about 700 yards from Fort Catherine on 
the opposite side. The men, although 
deprived of the quiet night and undistur- 
bed reposo they anticipated, set to work 
with a will, and began throwing up the 
parapet, filling gabions, and as it was pos- 
sible that some interruption of the work 
might take place from the other side, a 
covering party of 120 men was ordered 
down from the trenches. ‘There were 
French sentries in charge of this portion 
of the place, and the little party found that 
their allies were on tho qui vive, and were 
keeping a sharp look-out on all sides. 
The men had been working some time 
when it was observed that one of the ene- 
my’s steamers had left the north side, and 
was slowly and noisolessly dropping down 
on the very spot where the sailors and 
the covering party were at their labours, 
Tho night was dark, but they could clearly 
make out the steamer edging down upon 
them, and coming closer and closer 
Every moment they expected her guns to 
open on them with grape and canister. 
The men therefore laid down on their fa- 
ces, and kept as near tothe ground as they 
could, and the steamer came over gently 
till she was within about 100 yards of the 
very spot where they had been working 
They heard her anchor splash into the 
water, and then tho rattle of her cable as 
it ran throught the hawse hole. Now cer- 
tainly, they were going to catch it; but 
no, the Russian opened no port, and show- 
ed no light, but seemed to be making hini- 
self comfortable in his new quarters. 
Capt. Milliers, of the 47th, who comman- 
ded the covering party, ordered his men 
to observe the utmust silence, and the 
same injunction was given to the seamen 
About 2:30 in the morning when sho had 
been an hour or so in her novel berth, a 
bright light was peceived in her fore hatch- 
way. ‘The leading steamer on tho oppo- 
site side in a second afterwards exhibited 
gleams of equal brightness, and thon one ! 
two! three! four! five !—as though from 
signal guns, the remaining steamers, with 
one exception, emitted jets of fire from 
their bows. The jets soon became col- 
umns of flame and smoke—tho wind blew 
fresh and strong, and the night was dark, 
so that tho fire spread with rapidity along 
the vessels, and soon lighted upthe whole 
of the northern heavens. ‘The masts wore 
speedily licked and warmed into a fiery 
glow, and the rigging burst out into fitful 
wavering lines of light struggling with the 
wind for life; the yards shed lambent 
showers of sparks and burning splinters 
upon the water. “The work of destruction 
sped rapidly. ‘Tho were soon 
nothing but hugo arks of burning light, 
which hissed and crackled fiercely, and 
threw up clouds of sparks and ombers, 
and tho guns, as they becamo hot exploded, 
and shook tho'crazy hulls to atoms, One 
after another they went down into the 
soothing wators.

Tho Unspeakable Horrors of the Hospital 
at Sebastopol. 


Of all the pictures of the horrors of war which 

have over ben presented to the world, the hospital 
of Sebastopol presonts the mosthorrible, heartrend- 
ing, and revolting. It cannot be described, and 
tho imagination of a Fuseli conld not conceive fy 
thing atall like unto it. How the poor human 
body can be mutilated and yet hold its soul within, 
when every limb is scattered, and every vein and 
artery is pouring out the life stream, ono might 
study hero at every step, and atthe same time won- 
der how little will kill! The building used asa hos- 
pital is one of the noble piles inside the dockyard 
wall, and is situate in tho centre of the row at 
right angles to the line of the Redan. The whole 
tow was peculiarly exposed to the action of shot 
and shell bounding over the Redan, and to the mis 
siles directed ot the Barracks Battery, and it bears 
in sides, roofs, windows, and doors, frequent and 
destructive proofs of the cannonade, Entering ove 
of these doors 1 beheld such « sight as few men, 
thank God, bave ever witness In a Jong low 
Toom, supported by square pillars, arched nt the 
top, and dimly lighted through shattered and on- 
glazed window frames, lay the wonoded Russians, 
who had been abandoned to our mercies by their 
General. The wounded did 1 say? No, but tho 
dead, the rotton and festering corpses of the aold- 
fers, who wore left to die in their extreme agony 
vatended, uncared for, packed as close as they 
could be stowed, some on the floor, others on wrel- 
ched trestles and hedsteads or pallets of atraw, sop. 
ped and saturated with blood, which oozed and 
Arickled through upon the floor, mingled with tho 
‘droppings of corruption. —With the roar of explod- 
ing fortresses in their cars, with shelleaind shot for- 
cing through tho roof and sides of the rooms in 
which they lay, with the cracking and hissing of 
fire amoug them, these poor fellows, who had sery- 
ed their loving friend and master the Czar but too 
well, were consigned to their terribie fate. Many 
might have beeu saved by ordinary caro. Many 
lay, yet alivo, with maggots crawling about in their 
wounds. Many nearly mad by tho scene around 
them, or secking escape from it in their extremest 
agony, had rolled away under the beds, and glared 
out on the heart stricken spectators,—oh! with 
such looks. Many with logs and arms broken and 
twisted, the jagged splinters sticking through the 
raw flesh, implored aid, water, food, or pity, or de- 
prived of speech by the approach of death, or by 
dreadful injuries on the head or trunk, pointed to 
the fatal spot. Many seemed bent alone oo make 
ing their peace with beaven. The attitudes of some 
were so hideously fantastic as to appal and root 
one to the ground by a sort of dreadful fascination. 
Could that bloody mass of clothing and white bones 
ever have been a human being, or that 
burnt black mass of flesh have ever had a human 
soul? [twas fearfol to think what the answer 
must be. "Tho bodies of numbers swollen and bloat- 
ed to anincredible degree, and the features distend~ 
ed to a gigantic size, with eyes protruding from the 
sockets, and the blackened tongue falling out of tho 
mouth, compressed tightly by the teeth which had 
set upon itin the ceath rattle, made ono shudder 
and reel round. Iu the midst of these ** Chambers 
of horrors ’—for there wero many of them—were 
found some dead and some living English soldiers, 
and among them poor Captain Vaughn of the 90:h, 
who has since succumbed to his wounds. I confess 
it was impossible for me to“etand the sight, which 
horrified our most experienced surgeovs—ibe dead 
clammy stench, the smell of gangrened wounds, of 
corrupted blood, of rotting flesh, were intolerable 
and odious beyond endurance. But what must 
have the wounded felt who were obliged to endure 
all this, and who*passed away without a hand to 
give thom a cup of water, ora voice to say one 
kindly word to them.—Most of these men were 
wounded on Saturday—muny perbaps on the Friv 
day before ; indeed itis hard to say how long they 
might have been there. Jo the hurry of their re~ 
treat, the Muscovites seemod to have carried in their 
dead to be out of the way, and to hare pul them up- 
on pallots in horrid mockery. So that this retroat 
was secured, the enemy cared but little for their 
wounded. On Monday only did they receive those 
whons we sent out to them during a brief armistice 
for the purpose, which was, I believe, sought by 
ourselves, as our own overcrowded hospitals 
could not contain, and our overworked surgeons 
could not attend to any more.

The Grand Tronk Railway. 


The following is a late Report of the 
Engineer to the London Board of Direc- 


Road this Fall :— 

Mr. A. M. Ross, the’engineer, states in 
his report that the section from Montreal 
to Brockville, 125 miles in length, is in 
so advanced a state towards completion 
that he has every reason to hope that it 
will be ready fortrafiic in November next, 
and that an ample supply of engines and 
carriages will be in readiness in due time. 
‘The’ middle section, from Brockville to 
Belleville, 95 miles in length, isin active 
progress. ‘Tho romainiug 113 miles to 
‘Toronto have not hitherto been proceeded 
with so extensively as those already refer= 
red to, The works of the western sec- 
tion, from Torontoto Stratford, (90 miles,) 
are fast drawing to aclose. ‘Tho rolling 
stock is nearly complete and delivered. 
Beyond Stratford, for a distance of 12 
miles to St, Mary’s, a considerable amount 
of work has been done. The Victoria 
bridge has nos made that progress de- 
manded by its importance as the connect- 
ing link of 500 miles of railway on each 
side of the St, Lawrence at this place. It 
is to be regretted that the financial state 
of the company’s affairs should retard the 
progress of this work, so essential to the. 
profitable working of the whole system de- 
pending on it, and, so long as this work 
remains unfinished, the inevitable effect 
will be to confine all future traflic opera- 
tions to mere local wants. The present 
operations in the construction of the bridge 
are confined to the completion of pier No. 
2, which afew wecks will complete. The 
south abutment is also proceeding satis- 
factorily, and before the close of the sea- 
son it will be in as forward a state as the 
north abutment—viz., eight feet above the 
summer water level. ‘The quarries at 
Point Claire are in full operation; the 
stones now being got ont are of enormous 
dimensions. On the Quebec and Rich- 
mond section the express train commen- 
ced running on the 17th of July last, and 
they regularly perform the distance of 108 
miles in five hours. The works upon the 
Quebec and Trois Pistoles section to St. 
Thomas, 40 miles, are generally as for- 
ward as any of those referred to. Tho 
opening of this section will entirely de- 
pend upon the completion of the Etche- 
min bridge, consisting of six spans of 100 
feet each. On the Montreal and Portland 
section the only work remaining to finish 
is confined to the station at Portland, and 
the relaying of about 12 miles of way in 
that neighborhood. ‘The engine-house 
and shops at Gorham, which were acct- 
dently ournt Ihst January, are being re- 
built. ‘The permanent way is being laid 
on the Berlin Falls branch, which will 
soon be completed

Surrosep Sutcipe.—One of the most 
extraordinary cases of suicide ever per- 
petrated in this country, took place on the 
Galt Branch of the Great Western Rail- 
way, on Friday last. Whilst the 1 o'clock 
train was proceeding from Galt on the 
above day, the Engineer, Mr. Rosevero. 
saw what he conceived to be a bundle of 
rags lying on the rails, but not being quite 
assured that it was so, he gave the usual 
signal todiminish the speed of the train, 
and whistled, but the object did not stir. 
‘The speed of the train was considerable, 
and being on a decline, it was impossible 
to control the engine till it had passed 
over the encumbering mass, when it was 
discovered tobe a human body, which 
gaye signs of life as the engine crushed it 
out of existence, but death was instantan- 
eous, so much so, that the breast of the 
man, over which the locomotive and train 
passed, was crushed into a confused heap 
of blood and torn flesh, whilst the head 
and brains were scattered into fragments 
that covered the track for a considerable 
way,—The train was at length brought to 
a staud-still, and it was then surmised that 
the unhappy man must have placed his 
body on the rails, to ensure a certain and 
sudden death, and so apparent was this, 
that the Coroner, on being summoned, re 
fused to hold an inquest on the body, It 
scems that the deceased, whose name was 
John MecLaughlen, was engaged to be 
married to a girl residing somewhere in 
the neighborhood, but she had repented 
herself of the engagement, and ran away 
to avoid its fulfilment, and his lamentable 
death was the consequence. He was a 
sober and respectable man; but on the 
day of his death, smarting from the con- 
duct of his affianced bride, he had indul- 
ged in a quantity of liquor at Fairchild’s 
Creek, which he left about an hour before 
his death, and under the influence of in- 
toxication and disappointment, committed 
the fatal act which hurried him so fearful- 
ly into eternity.

D. E. Cing-Mars vs. Moonie ev AL.— 
‘This action was brought 10 recover dam- 
ages against the Sheriff for having sold 
the plaintiff’s property under an Execution 
in favor of Brown & Swan in Montreal. 
From the evidence it appeared that the 
plaintiff had executed a sonveyance of this 
property to the wife of Peter Cing-Mars, 
who resides in Montreal, under the jm- 
pression that such an instrument, as in 
Lower Canada, would perfectly secure the 
property against any claims which might 
exist against the husband. ‘The parties, 
on ascertaining that the creditors of Peter 
Cing-Mars could sel! forthwith, went im- 
mediately to their Attorney’s office, where 
the Deed had been left without any formal 
delivery, and demanded its destruction. 
Mr. O'Hare, their attorney, gave them to 
understand that it made no particular dif- 
ference, and the parties left under the im- 
pression that the instrument was invalid. 
The Deed was not destroyed however, 
and the goods were immediately seized 
and sold at the instigation of Peter Cinq- 
Mars’ creditors, ‘I'he creditors plead the 
validity of the Deed, —the Plaintiff that it 
had been mutually revoked. ‘The Jury 
had no small difficulty in arriving at a de- 
cision, which in the end was somewhat 
complicated ; damages for plaintiff, £936 
3s, 7d.; they also had to decide whether 
the Deed after execution was delivered or 
not. His Lordship said that the execution 
in presence of witnesses was of itself suf- 
ficient evidence of delivery, where nothing 
appeared to the contrary. The delivery 
in this sense was apparent, but the Jury 
also thought that tho parties had after- 
wards revoked their former action, and 
that there was no evidence of fraud in the 
transaction. An appeal will no doubt be 
made tothe higher Court, Henderson for 
pluff, and O'Hare for defi’s.

General ; notwithstanding the pro-Russian 
writings in various newspapers ; notwith- 
standing the foolish attempt last winter to 
recruit men for the British army in the 
towns and cities of the union, we cannot 
bring ourselves to suppose that war is real- 
ly contemplated, or deemed within the 
bounds of possibility by even any intelli- 
gent being on this side of the Atlantic, not 
even by Mr. Cushing himself. It is an 
old device in this country, whenever the 
democracy is in danger—not in danger of 
England or any other country— but in dan- 
ger of going out of office, to become ex- 
ceedingly patriotic, to hunt up old griev- 
ances against foreign governments, more 
particularly aguinst John Bull's, and to 
talk about war! ‘Tho belief of national 
insult or injury, always stirs up the blood 
of any people, and the advent of war, or 
of any circumstances rendering war prob- 
able, tends to unite all parties and to bring 
them forward as the supporters of the ex- 
isting government be it bad or good. The 
war fever, too, in all countries, draws off 
the public mind from domestic grievances, 
diverts it into new channels, and ultimate- 
ly brings it round in support of the rulers. 

The elder Napoleon understood this 
game, and played it well; he knew the 
excitable nature of the French people— 
their love of military glory and pride of 
conquest, and turned it to account, and by 
so doing drew public attention from tyran- 
ny and misrule at home. In this way, by 
blinding the people on one hand and pam- 
pering their national vanity on the other, 
he was enabled to carry on schemes of 
ambition and foreign conquest which have 
excelled the achievments of all monarchs 
of moderndays. Acting upon this maxim 
the government of the United States may 
enlist a good deal of support at the com- 
ing elections. 


But as we have just said, that the peo- 
ple of this country really contemplate war 
with England we do not believe. The 
two nations are bound together by too 
many ties of interest; the property of both 
depends on the continuance of peace 
The large commercial interests—larger 
than any that ever before existed between 
two countries—forbid it, and the social in- 
tercourse which has sprung up within a 
few years by the introduction of steam 
communication, also forbids it. What,as 
is often asked, would become of the vast 
products of the South if the markets of 
England were closed against them? And 
what would be done with ihe immense 
fabrics of Manchester, Birmingham, and 
Sheffield, if the ports of the United States 
would notreceivethem? ‘The suspension 
of steam navigation alone would deprive 
thousands of their daily bread and jeopar- 
dise or render nugatory acapital that would 
support a German Principality, What 
would be the tate of the whites and ne- 
groes of the south if in the event of hostil- 
ities England should make a descent with 
her Black regiments of the West Indios 
on any part of the Southern coasts, pro- 
claiming freedom and emancipation? En- 
gland is differently situated now from 1812 
for she then held slaves herself, and could 
not, for policy sake, proclaim Liberty to 
the Blacks during her invasions at New 
Orleans and on the shores of the Chesa- 
peake. ‘Che same scruples would not 
prevail now. 


Keeping the idea in view that both na- 
tions would’suffer by war, what a picture 
would present itself in the great manu- 
factories of England; what starving mul- 
titudes would perambulate tho streets of 
the large cities demanding employment 
or bread, both of which the war would 
withhold from them! ‘The negro insur- 
rection of the South would find its paral- 
lel in the excesses that would be commit- 
ted by the hungry hordes of the British 
manufacturing population, War between 
the United Statos and Great Britain must 
not and will not take place. ‘The social 
intercourse brought about of late years by 
steam communication and cheap postage, 
must have its weight. ‘The religious bo- 
dies, also, of the two countries are in con- 
stant intercourse—thoir objects are peace 
and good understanding. ‘The great body 
of the Methodists, too, are friends, and in 
both countries their influence is great be- 
cause they act in concert; and it is vory 
much so with the Baptists, and others,

Proposed Marriage of tho Princess Royal. 


On the very day, (says the London 
Times,) on which we announced the cap- 
ture of Sebastopol, it also transpired that 
Prince Frederick William of Prussia had 
arrived at Balmoral for the purpose of 
“improving his acquaintance with the 
Princess Royal. It is understood, as far 
as a matter of this kind can be understood, 
that in the yoar 1851, when her Royal 
Highness had attained the mature age of 
ten years, a kind of preliminary arrange- 
ment was entered into that she was one 
day to become the bride of this young 
Prince, the heir presumptive tothe Prus- 
sian Crown; and now that the Princess 
has attained the age of fifteen years, it 
may be snpposed that the negotiation is 
about to advance anothor stage. It is the 
misfortune of Royalty that these domestic 
transactions, which in private life are con- 
cealed under so much reserve, must inevi- 
tably be treated as matters of public con- 
cern, involving as they do, not merely the 
happiness or misery of two young people, 
but questions of policy and alliance most 
important to the future destinies of em- 
pires and of kingdoms. Is it, then, or is 
it not expedient, that a daughter of En- 
gland should take her place upon the 
throne of Prussia; and, in forwarding 
such a match, are the parties principally 
concerned consulting the happiness of the 
young Princess, or the safety, honor and 
welfare of our Sovereign and her domin- 
ions? We lay no stress on the fact of 
the rapid and visible decay of Prussian 
power und influence since 1851 ; nor, fol- 
lowing the precedents of former times, 
should we regard it as any substantial ob 
jection if King Frederick William should 
succeed in placing what was once a great 
power ona level with the kingdoms of 
Saxony, Bavaria, or Wurtemberg. Ithas 
never been the policy of England to seek 
the alliance of the’first-rate States; and, 
whenever she has deviated from that pol- 
icy she has seen reason to repentit. In 
one sense however, an alliance with Prus- 
sia may be considered as a step towards 
an alliance with Russia. The two royal 
families are inextricably entwined in the 
bonds of relationship, of sympathy and of 
mutual interest; and it needs little argu- 
ment to prove that the present is, at an 
rate, an ill chosen time for bringing us in- 
to contact with the Court of St. Peters- 
burgh, or raising a suspicion of its influ- 
ence over any portion of the Royal Fam- 
ily of England. In huwbling Russia we 
are not only reducing a barbarous andag- 
gressive power, but plucking up from the 


embers of popular government which a 
Fevolution, resistod with perfidy, yielded 
to with cowardice, and quelled with in- 
solence, had loft behind it? For our part 
we wish for the daughters of our royal 
house somo better fate than union with a 
dynasty which knows neither what is due 
to its own dignity, to the rights of the peo- 
ple over which it presides, nor tu the place 
it occupies in the great European confed- 
eracy ; and we regard it as a poor sequel) 
to the efforts which have broken the 
strength of Russia that we should ally our- 
selves with Princes who are only toohap- 


py to be ranked among her pensioners and 
supporters. ‘The people of England, at 
all events, have no wish to improve their 
acquaintance with any prince of the house 
of Hohenzollern. 


Death of Sir Wm. Molesworth. 


The death of Sir Wiliiam Molesworth 
is very startling, and will send a thrill 
through the whole British Empire. It 
is but the other day that he took his place 
in the Colonial Office, and at this moment 
some of the lands which he seemed des- 
tined to rule, may not yet have heard of 
his appointment, and he is gone, already 
gone. But why this grief? Others have 
died at their work, and was there any- 
thing so peculiar about him whose loss 
we deplore? For thema passing sigh 
was demanded, and when men paid this 
slender tribute, the waters closed and the 
ripple was obliterated. Why, then, is 
more called for in the case of him of 
whom we speak? That much more is 
called for all feel, and that much more 
will bo awarded to his memory is inevita- 


ble. Born in 1810, he had died in the 
bloom of his manhood, and as a statesman 
very young. Great things were looked 
for from him, He long since gave splen- 
did promise. When little more than thir- 
ty, he was one of the men to whom the 
House of Commous turned its fastidious 
ear attentively. A student in youth and 
while unknown to fame, he did nct cease 
labour when his orbit was defined. He 
wrought on, ever bringing to his task all 
the care of early life, and the accumula- 
ting experience of more thoughtful years. 
He did not often come before the country, 
but when he claimed its audience, he told 


it something which it was pleased to

It has been so in England, 
in France, and in Spain; how long may 
it be before it is so in Prussia also ? 


Suppose this marriage to take place,

The Misunderstanding with the United 
States. 

Tho Morning Post says that, disagree- 
able as is the aspect of the question re- 
cently raised between the United States 
aud England, France and Spain, with res 
pect to Hayti and Cuba, another cause of 
misunderstauding has also occurred be- 
tween the United States and England, of 
infinitely more gravity and importance. 
The Post then refers to the complication 
arising from the alleged acts committed 
by Crampton, Sir E. Head, and Sir Gas- 
pard le Marchant in viclation of the mu- 
nicipal lawof the United States as regards 
foreign enlistment. 

The Post says the English instructions | 
as to enlistments were framed most care- 
fully and scrupulously to avoid any viola- 
tion of the law; and the sensitiveness of | 
the American Government on this parti- 
cular point appears very remarkable, when 
their repeated and flagrant violations of 
public law in Texas, Mexico, and Cuba 
are borne in mind. 

As regards Hayti and Cuba, tho Post is 
inclined to think that Uncle Jonathan, with 
all his bluster, is far too wise seriously to 
embroil himself with tho greatest maritime 
powers in the world merely to bolster up 
a really unpopular and falling Administra- 
tion, whose wish is to pander to the must 
Vicious element in the American charac- 
ter. England and France havo the means 
and determination to repress the American 
spirit of lawless aggression, and though 
the insulting and menacing tone of the 
Washington Cabinet may be accounted

The Dickson Case. 


Our readers will rémember the particu- 
lars of this singular case which occurred 
in Toronto, as it was commented on by all » 
or nearly all the papers in tho Province.

Dickson, fora single professional mistake 
in the case of Broom, was pounced upon 
by the Doctors of Trinity College and made

Representation by Population. 


‘The question of equitable representation 
by population is daily acquiring a deeper 
hold on the minds of upper Canadians, and 
will no doubt ultimately become a fixed 
fact in their politics. 1t is quite amusing 
to witness the puny endeavors of a fawn- 
ing and venal press to prevent the consum- 
mation of what every disinterested and ho- 
nest person must perceive to be founded 
on the strictest and most enlarged princi- 
ples of Responsible Government. Among 
the orgavs which offer opposition to this 
measure, there is none which keeps up so 
constant and unmeaning a twaddle as the 
Kingston Herald. We can easily under- 
stand the reason why the journals of Low- 
er Canada oppose a question of this kind, 
just as easily as we can comprehend the 
reason of the opposition which Jiquor deal- 
ers offer to a Prohibitory law, or thet the 
planters of the South fight against the e- 
mancipation of their slaves: they know 
full well that this measure if carried into 
effect would at once destroy their unjust 
preponderance in the Legislature—would 
compel them to pay their own juries, build 
their own jails, roads and bridges, defray 
jthe expenses of their own ecclesiastical 
establishments, support their own paupers, 
pay their own rebellion losses, and do a 
thousand other things which we reluctant- 
ly assist them in doing. Why should the 
vampire long for the awaking of the vic- 
tim which is glutting its ensanguined ap- 
petite? Wecan also understand how it 
is that a weak, unprincipled, and utterly 
selfish Government deprecate the agitation 
of this question, and hold in detestation its 
advocates, inasmuch as a diminution of the 
influence of Lower Canadian n.embers is 
a diminution of their own, and that a de- 
cided preponderance of the Anglo-Saxon 
element in the Legislature—an element 
which Sir Edmund Head so properly glo- 
rifies—would be the death knell to their 
hopes. Our Government may continue to 
wheedle and coax, flatter and bribe their 
French coadjutors at the expenso of their 
own constituents,—there is still a limit to 
their own perfidy by the limut to our for- 
bearance. . 

We can also understand how even an 
Upper Conadian Journal like the Herald 
can write against the bost interests of its 
country for the sake of Government pap; 
but we can’t understand how anybody can 
be so purblind as to suppose any person 
could be imposed upon by such transpa- 
rent fallacies. It quite perplexes us to 
conceive how any one can have the assu- 
rance to urge upon the public such puerile 
bombast for argument, as the Herald has 
done and continues to do with such a zeal 
and pertinacity as to make us Suppose that 
ho really deems it invincible logic. Per- 
haps he does. It is certa nly bad enough 
but not irremediable, to have our senso of 
justice blinded by self-interest; but that 
our intellectual perception of truth should 
also be obscured by the samo « ause, is 
truly lamentable.

AMERICAN FILIBUSTERING. 


From the London Times, October 25. 


Tho English government is omitting no 
opportunity of reinforcing the west India 
squadron, and thus interposing a power- 
ful fleet between this and the North Ame- 
rican Continent. ‘This proceeding will, 
we doubt not, call forth from a large por- 
tion of the American press that species of 
mild and temperate comment in which 
they delight whenever the conduct of Eng- 
land is in question, and a little political 
capitul is to be manufactured by making 
her the object of invective and deprecia- 
We shall be told, no doubt, of the 
fiendish hatred of England to Republican 
American, and of the insolent menace be- 
hind which she veils her insidious and 
treacherous designs. Without the slight- 
est wish to reflect in any way on the 
press which allows itself to be made the 
vehicle of such statements, or upon the 
constituencies whose votes are found to be 
influenced by such calumnies, we wish to 
pvint out to the good sense and modera- 
tion of the American people the causes 
which have lead us, even in the time of 
war, to increase our squadron in their seas, 
and may possibly lead us still further in a 
Jirection, the first steps towards which we 
are now most unwillingly taking. 

We entreat, then, the American public 
to believe notwithstanding the assertions 
to the contrary with which they are so as- 
siduously plied, that there is no party or 
body of men inthis country that regards 
them with any other feeling than that of 
the utmost goodwill, or would wish forthem 
any other fate than the enjoyment of the 
utmost public freedom which is consistent 
with the utmost private liberty and secu- 
rity. We have neither the wish nor the 
right to intrude our opinion on that form 
of that goverument which has been estab- 
lished in the United States ; but we have, 
and we claim the right, to take every rea- 
sonable precaution against that spirit of 
unbridled license which the present Gov- 
ernment of the United States seems in- 
clined to tolerate. Atthis moment North 
America is in profound peace with the 
whole world; yet it is not the less true 
that in her ports are fitting out at this mo- 
ment paratical filibustering expediti®ns, 
destined to carry war and bluodshed into 
the dominions of an unoffending noigh- 
bour. ‘These expeditions do not receive 
the sanction of the American Government, 
re not equipped by its funds, will not be 
conducted by its officers,—but their pre- 
paration is nevertheless, well known to 
the President of the Administration, and 
receives no check from that quarter.— 
‘This toleration, we are willing to suppose, 
proceeds (rom weakness merely,and would 
be exchanged for vigorous action, only 
that the power to act is utterly wauting 
Ths American people are so free that 
they will not be controlled by a Govern- 
| ment of their own creating, and though 
|laudibly eager for the preservation of their 
own dignity and the assertion of their own 
rights, cannot bring themselves to tolerate 
an Executive sufficiently strong to compel 
respect for the rights of foreign nations 
It is because we seo no hope of finding 
in the United States a Governmont capa 


ble of preventing its citizens from waging 
private war on their own account against 
|tho best friends “and trucst allies of the 
great republic, that we are most unwil- 
|lingly compelled, even in the midst of the 
great European struggle in which we are 
| engaged, to assume a defensive attitude, 
in order to trample out the first sparks of 
this fire, prevent a conflagration 
which, if once allowed to spread, may 


and 


|cause incalculable misery to the human 
race. It is the misfortune of the Ameri- 
can Republic that she contains within her 
borders so many desperate and Iawless 
men; itis still more her misfortune that 
she doos not possess an organization suf- 


ficiently powerful to crush those criminal 


attempts. which sho ot do we 
are compelled, at least so far as the law- 
less enterprises directed against dutselves 
go, to do for her, We cannot watt pa- 
tently till these lawless emissaries of in- 
surrection and blunder have set their feet 
within Her Majesty's dominions, and en- 
countered there the resistance which is 
sure to overwhelm their wild and despe- 
rato schemes. We cannot wait till we 
are placed in the terrible dilemma of ei- 
ther sparring men to whom clemency is 
cruelty to the human race of which they 
are enemies, or of inflicting a just punish- 
ment, which may be the means of infla- 
ming against us the passions of the Ame- 
rican people and leading to disastrous and 
fra tricidal war. We will, if it be possi- 
ble, prevent the crime that otherwise it 
would be our duty most severely to pun- 
ish, and this we do in the name and in 
the hope of peace. We cannot believe 
that those who are now enyaged in enroll- 
ing unhappy men for these desperate and 
criminal enterprises really contemplate 
the success of a descent upon Ireland, for 
instance, as probable, or even possible:.— 
All that they can hope is that the misera- 
ble fate sure to attend such wretched ad- 
venturers may be the means of inflaming 
the public mind against England, and 
stirring up the passions of the people to a 
point which might render war inevitable. 
‘This consummation it is the duty ofthe A- 
merican Government, if it can, to prevent, 
and, as it cannot, of the Government 
against which such attempts are made by 
all means to avert. If we can prevent 
these expeditions from sailing, or inter- 
cept them in mid ocean, we shall have 
done much towards averting the danger 
that must arise should they be carried out 
to their natural developement. ‘The course 
of action we have adopted is bold, but for 
that very teason we believe it to be pru- 
dent and safe, 

We are fully aware of the advantage 
that such a proceeding gives to those ev- 
er active emissaries of discord, who are 
incessantly employed in every State of 
the Union in stirring up the feelings of 
the populace against this country. ‘That 
which is a mere measure of self defence 
against lawless force they will represent 
as an insult offered to the lawful Govern- 
ment of the country ; they will declaim, 
they will distort, they will exaggerate, but 
we must not omit to prepare against real 
dangers bocause our preparations may be 
honestly misunderstood or disguisedly 
misrepresented, England has every wish 
and every interest to remain at peace 
with America. ‘The immense trade which 
we carry on with her, the community of 
language and of blood, the absenceof any 
ground of dispute or subject of rivalry, all 
plead forcibly inthe same direction. How 
strange that, under such circumstances, 
we should be driven to arm merely be- 
cause it is the will of a portion of the 
sovereign people to make war upon us, 
unsupported and unapproved, but also nei- 
ther prevented nor arrested by the Gov- 
ernment. We desire, above all things, a 
coutinuance of peace, but if it be the de- 
termination of any large portion of the 


people of the United States to force war 
upon us, we shall know how to meet it 
and repel it, without relaxing for an in- 
stant our gripe on the throat of the reeling 
and tottering giant of the north, 

But is it for the credit of those free in- 
stitutions so often vaunted as all that is 
wise, perfect, and liberal on the face of 
the earth, that a friendly kindred nation, 
ardently desiring peace, should feel itself 
compelled to stand on the defensive, not 
because it has any serious dispute with 
the Government of this free and happy 
community, but because that Government 
is unwilling or unable to prevent its citi- 
zens from going forth to murder and to 
plunder in the dominions of an unoffend- 
ing ally? Are these the garlands with 
which the tree of freedom ought to be 
adorned,—are these the laurels with which 
the temples of the goddess should be 
bound? England has some claim to be 
called the nursing mother of freedom ; and 


her citizens are free because they know 
how to obey—how to subordinate their 
individual wills to that law, the supre- 
macy of which constitutes tho principal 
distinction of a civilized community.

Build a spacious barn when you have 
learned to raise a crop to fill it,—and not 
before.

‘To record your errors even willbe 
of benefit. 

Good fences make good neighbors. 

Clover sowed deep, is secured against 
a drought,—cows fed well in wintor give 
much milk in summer, and what ought to 
be done should be dono to-day, for to-mnor- 
row it may rain.

From the Liverpool Times, 

Tho British public were ns much startled 
as the peoplo of the United States will be by 
the appearance of an article in the leading 
journal of Thursday, relative to a’ misundor- 
statding between this country and the Ame- 
rican Union. The article to which we refer 
will be found in another part of our impros- 
sion, and although we admit that the tone of 
tho writing in the journal referred to is forthe 
most part unexceptionable, still, this intem- 
porate diatribe has been very gonorally con 
domned, and certainly has ‘met with no re- 
sponse on this side of the water. This, asa 
test of public opinion in England, is conclu- 
sive, and the commercial world were put in 
possession for the first me, through the mu- 
dium in question, of the fact that the Govern- 
ments of the two countries were not on terms 
as friendly as formerly. 

The Enrl of Ellesmere, in a lecture which 
ho delivered the other evening on the subject 
of the Russian war, to the persona in his own 
immediate neighborhood, made a remarkuble 
statement—remarkable, certainly, when tu- 
ken in connection with the inflated and bel- 
livose spirit of the article in the inca, an- 
nounciag that the British Government had 
largoly reinforced the West India squadron, 
in order to check the fillibustering expeditions 
ot the worst portions of American socicty.— 
“Tf you were to ask me,” said his lordship, 
“which was the most warlike nation in the 
world, I should say the United States of A- 
merica, Thoy have many thousands of niles 
of frontier, and they have next to no army at 
all; but they have a large population, accus- 
tomed to the use of arms, and ready to yolun- 
teer in any military expedition. When the 
inyasion of Mexico was projected, which was 
rather a buccaneering sort of an expedition, 
the government advertised for men, aud an 
army of 20,000 were forthceming in a fort- 
night. This is what I call a warlike nation.’ 
Lord Ellesmere has rather under than over- 
stated the case, lor we have heard, or read, 
that in the city of New York alone, 5,000 vo- 
lunteers were enrolled ina single d nd at 
least twice that number were rejected,—the 
strongest proof of the correctness of the de- 
duction at which he had arrived. ‘To addr 
then, to this inflammable people, such lan- 

age as the Zimes uses in reference to the 
misunderstanding between the two countries, 
can have no other object than to precipitate 
hostilities, and produce the very calamities 
which the writer professes to deplore. See, 
for instance, how a desire for peace can be 
insultingly conveyed :—« We dase) above 
all things,” says the first leader in the Times 
of ‘Thursday, a continuance of peace, but 
if it be the determination of any Jarge portion 
of the people of the United States to force war 
upon us, we shall know how to meet it and 
repel it, without relaxing for an instant our 
gripe on the throat of the reeling and totter- 
ing giant of the North.”? 

This may appenr striking, but in our judg- 
ment iC 18 very loolish writing, just that kind 
of braggadocio in which fillib: & them- 
selves indulge. There is io determination 
on the partof any * large portion” of the peo- 
ple of the Union to pick a quarrel with us— 
quite the contrary. All the men of property 
and Panivon in the country, all the classes 
which have the greatest intluence on public 
opinion, would deeply regret a rupture with 
England, and nothing short of national dis- 
honor, or national iusult, would induce them 
to counsel it; but it must be clear to every 
cool and reflective man that this defiant style 
is the most effectual method of neutralizing 
the moral influence of the es to which 
we refer, and of strengthening, in the same 
proportion, all the loafers and fillibusters who 
are anxious for mischief, 

Of course it will be inferred, on the other 
side of the Atlantic, that the article of which 
we speak has been inspired by the Goyern- 
tment. Such an impression would be deci- 
dedly orroneous. The journal in which it 
appeurs is almost invariably antagonistic to 
the Government, and although scraps of gos- 
sip appear occasionally in its pages which 
have evidently beeu filtered through Down- 
ng street, the 7'imes, rejoicing in its strength, 
is above wearing the ministerial livery, and 
often exhibits its appreciation of such favors 
by belaboring the Cabinet. Lord Palmerston, 
if the truth were known, would be delighted 
to see the power of the 7'imes crippled, and 
we can readily conceive that his mortification 
was extreme when he read this article in its 
pages. If the American public will regard 
the production which has called forth these 
¢ : r and spicy newspaper 
ticle, which appeared in an organ tong pro- 
verbial forits ltterary power and impetuosity, 
but with which we will venture to say the 
Executive had no more to do than the 

o Minister himself, they will take it for 
what it is worth—for anything they like, ex- 
cept IE, expressed opinion of the 
British Cabinet and people. 

But while we make this extenuation, we 
must atthe same time admit that there are 
facts in the article so forcibly put that the 
sincerest Republican in the Union would be 
the first to admit their truth. Undoubtedly, 
as the Zimes states, “It is the misfortune of 
the American Republic that she contains 
within her borders so many desperate and 
lawless men.” ‘There are few States in Eu- 
rope, ur elsewhere, with a tithe of the popu- 
ation of the Union, which do not contain 
“desperate and lawless fellows, always on 
the look out for coifusion, in the hope of en- 
riching themselves at the expense of their 
neighbors; and the Americans probably do 
not felicitate themselves on their morality be- 
yond the rest of the world, But the Z'imes

TWO PERSONS KILLED—AN ENTIRE TRAIN 
BLOWN OFF THE TRACK. 


On Monday evening tho Express train 
on the Harlem Railroad, which left Al- 
bany at 44 o'clock, reached Copake, when 

bout midway between thero and Bostwun 
Sorners, was blown off the track by a yi- 
olent gust of wind and precipitated down 
an enibankment some thirty-five feet, per- 
forming a complete somerset, demolishing 
the cars and killing two persous instantly 
and injuring several others, 

‘The Conductor, Mr. White, as soon as 
the accident occurred, sent the engine, 


off, to Millerton for some cars, and the 
killed and injured were placed therein 
and brought to the City, where they arr 
ved at about 54 o'clock this morning, 

‘Tho killed ure, Mr. Rathbono, a paper 
manufacturer at Boston Corners, and —- 
Gaylord, a brakeman on tho train. 

An accident of this kind has never be 
fore occurred on any railroad in this coun- 
ry. 

The Superintendent, Mr, Nottingham, 
started this morning immediately for the 
scene of disaster. ‘The cause of the ac- 
cident, so far as wo hear it, was entirely

Having 
had the honor of an invitation from James 
Hodges, Esq,, the representative in this 
country of the London contractors, Messrs 
Juckson, Peto, Brassey and Betts, we were 
at the Station at Point St. Charles, a short 
distance from the city, carly on Saturday 
morning. ‘he weather during the previ- 
ous night had decidedly and determined- 
ly changed—a sharp frost having set in, 
betokening that even “the melancholy 
days—the saddest of the year,” were over, 
and winter and the snow-king were both 
at hand. Accordingly, at the Station, 
those who had jumped out of bed when 
the rat-tat-tat of the cabman awoke thom 
from their slumbers, and warned them 
that they should have been up and stir- 
ring, and that now, at all events, they had 
no time to lose, and who had consequent-

also passed in safety. We have on for- 
mer occasions minutely described both 
structures, and therefore do not repeat the 
description. 

Nothing of any consequence occurred 
from the time we left Vaudreuil until we 
reached Cornwall, A¢ the Stations at 
Cedars, Coteau Landing, and Lancaster, 
we continued to add to our list of passen- 
gers, but only stopped to take them on 
board.
